THE Northampton Town Show 
has been cancelled, only a year 
after the former annual event 
was rescued. 

Once a highlight on the county cal¬ 
endar, the much-loved show was res¬ 
urrected in 2008 after a five-year 
absence, when the Saints rugby club 
stepped in to stage it at Franklin’s 
Gardens. It had been backed by Travis 
Perkins and Carlsberg but it is under¬ 
stood that neither were willing to 
bear the brunt of the sponsorship 
again this year. 

The rugby club stressed it was not 
blaming the two firms and was grate¬ 
ful for their support, but would have 
liked a wider range of organisations 
to have got involved financially 

The Saints made a financial loss 
as a club last year following a sea¬ 
son in rugby’s second tier and, coupled 
with the recession, organising a loss¬ 
making event was always going to 
be a questionable decision. 

A club spokesman said: “While we 
enjoyed hosting and organising the 
Northampton Town Show, we were 
only able to do so with the financial 
backing of Carlsberg and Travis 
Perkins. As Northampton Borough 
Council will tell you, putting on an

event of this scale requires consid¬ 
erable time and investment. 

“A number of other organisations 
voiced their support to the idea of a 
Town Show, but were not prepared 
to follow this up by providing time or 
finance, which was disappointing. 

“The Saints is proud of its place 
within the Northampton community 
and is always prepared to step in to 
host events when necessary, as with 


the fireworks display and the 2008 
Town Show. But the club cannot do 
everything itself, and without fur¬ 
ther support the organisation and 
running of the Town Show was not 
possible.” 

Northampton Borough Council 
confirmed it would not be stepping 
into the breach to run the show, which 
it had done until it was cancelled by 
a foot and mouth outbreak in 2002. 


It means few of the traditional 
council-funded events remain on the 
annual calendar, after the loss of the 
St Crispin’s Street Fair, the Beckets 
Park fireworks display and Northamp¬ 
ton Balloon Festival, with the future 
of the Northampton Carnival also 
hanging in the balance. 

Brendan Glynane, deputy leader 
of Northampton Borough Council, 
said he understood that “difficult 


times meant businesses have had to 
make difficult decisions”. 

But he revealed that the annual 
green-themed Umbrella Fair, which 
has taken place in Abington Park in 
the past, will this year take place at 
Northampton Racecourse on the week¬ 
end normally reserved for the Bal¬ 
loon Festival. He added: “We still 
hope to work with the Saints on many 
other issues and events.”

Recession 
hurts pets

MORE and more pets are 
being abandoned in 
Northamptonshire as their 
owners struggle financially 
during the recession. 

Latest RSPCA figures revealed 
2,567 animal were dumped last year 
in its Eastern region - which 
includes Northamptonshire - an 
increase from 1,417 in 2007. 

Rescue centres are buckling under 
the pressure, with one Northamp¬ 
tonshire centre reporting more than 
three dogs being brought in each day 

Tracy Cook, manager of Jerry 
Green Dog Rescue in Brixworth, 
said: “We’ve seen a large increase in 
the number of dogs coming in and 
it’s putting a strain on our resources. 
We only have a limited number of 
kennels so we have a three-month 
waiting list. Also, the reason people 
are abandoning the dogs is that 
they can’t afford the vet fees and 
vaccinations and now we’re hav¬ 
ing to foot the bill, which is hitting 
us hard financially” 

Ms Cook said the centre was hav¬ 
ing to turn people away but said it 
was important owners continued 
trying to find a new home for pets. 

She said: “People are desperate. 
They’re losing their properties and 
need help immediately but we’re 
unable to help when we’re full. 

“But pet owners need to do the 
right thing rather than turn their 
animal out on the street. If people 
are in financial difficulty or believe 
they are coming up to being in dif¬ 
ficulty they need to contact a centre 


as soon as possible. It’s under¬ 
standable that owners want to keep 
trying to keep their pet but it’s 
important they plan ahead rather 
than waiting until they get into a 
desperate state.” 

Barbara Austin, owner of For¬ 
est Lodge Kennels, in Quinton, said 
the kennels had taken in 454 dogs 
since January 1, up from a normal 
first quarter figure of between 200 
and 250. 

She said: “I would tell anybody 
taking on a dog or wanting to take 
on a dog to really think about it 


because the expense doesn’t stop 
at the dog. There’s the vet bills and 
inoculations and all the other things 
that come with it. And in this finan¬ 
cial climate it’s going to be even 
tougher.” 

RSPCA East’s regional superin¬ 
tendent, Kelly Rivers, said: “It is 
an offence to abandon any animal 
and there is never any excuse for 
doing so. 

“If people have pets they cannot 
care for, for any reason, then help 
and advice is always available from 
the RSPCA.” 


Pub seized by parent company 


A VILLAGE pub in Northamptonshire has tem¬ 
porarily closed its doors after its parent company 
seized the premises. 

Speculation rose in Hardingstone after The 
Crown Inn was issued with a “notice of peaceable 
re-entry” last Friday and the doors were locked. 

The notice, posted in the window of the pub in 
High Street by the chain Enterprise Inns, said: 
“Take notice that we, Enterprise Inns Pic the 
freehold owner person entitled to the posses¬ 
sion of the premises, have today re-entered the 


premises and the lease is at an end.” 

A spokeswoman for Enterprise Inns said the pub 
would be re-opening at a later date but would not 
comment on the outgoing landlord. 

She said: “The Crown is temporarily closed 
but that is while we carry out remedial works. We 
will be re-opening the pub to the community. 
We would never comment on our relationship with 
the landlord.” 

A police spokesman said there had been no 
reported incidents at the empty pub.

theft of 
metal at 
railway 


RAILWAY enthusiasts have 
been stunned after an aston- 
ishing £80,000 worth of 
metal and cabling was plun¬ 
dered over the course of a 
week. 

Equipment including 1,200 metal 
track plates, 900 cast iron brace 
plates and 500 cast iron point chairs, 
as well as “several miles” of steel 
signalling cable, has been reported 
missing by Northampton & Lam¬ 
port Railway. 

Northamptonshire Police said 
scrap metal dealers and heritage 
railway organisations around the 
country should be on the lookout 
for traders offering them similar 
equipment. 

A spokesman said: “The items 
were all stored on pallets in fields 
off Pitsford Road, Chapel Bramp¬ 
ton. They would have had a massive 
combined weight, though the 
offenders may have returned 
between Wednesday, April 15, and 
Wednesday, April 22, taking their 
haul bit by bit. 

“These items had been stored 


by the railway to use for any repairs 
needed in the future. 

“Police are asking scrapyards 
whether they have been offered 
these items for sale and are also 
appealing to other heritage rail¬ 
ways to be vigilant to anyone offer¬ 
ing similar parts.” 

It is estimated the haul was 
worth between £70,000 and £80,000. 
The theft comes two years after 
£3,000 worth of damage was caused 
when burglars broke in to steal 
copper cables. 

John Gardner, who volunteers 
each year to portray the Fat Con¬ 
troller at the attraction’s Thomas 
the Tank Engine events, said the 
theft was likely to have a big impact 
on the future of Northampton & 
Lamport Railway 

He said: “This is an enormous 
amount to lose and I’m very sad 
that this has happened again. 

“The railway is run by a won¬ 
derful band of people who do it 
voluntarily for the good of local 
families and children, and they 
have to contend with setbacks like 
this.

“I know several events had to 
be put back when the copper cables 
were stolen, but this amount far 
exceeds that and will have a mas¬ 
sive impact. 

“Replacing this stock will now, I 
suspect, have to take precedence 
over a couple of other things which 
I know were in the pipeline for 
this year.”

Views sought on alcohol 


THE public’s views on a new national code for 
alcohol sales have been sought via an online sur¬ 
vey. 

The consultation website, organised by Labour 
MP for Northampton North Sally Keeble, will ask 
voters whether they support plans for a mini¬ 
mum price on drinks, higher taxes on alcopops and 
greater parity between alcohol prices in pubs and 
supermarkets. 

Home Office minister Alan Campbell will officially 
open the consultation period in Westminster before 
a mandatory code on alcohol sales is drawn up. 

Mrs Keeble, who has campaigned against cheap 
drinks promotions and introduced a Ten Minute 
Rule Bill for a minimum price per unit, said: “I hope 
there will be a good level of public participation 
from people with all different views. 

“Some people don’t want any restrictions and 


some people want very heavy restrictions. 

“A lot of people are in the middle and they 
worry about how much cheap alcohol people can 
buy in supermarkets. There is also a lot of support 
for pubs. 

“With children as young as 10 being hospi¬ 
talised because of alcohol, there has to be some new 
thinking around the way it is sold. This consultation 
gives people the chance to have their say.” 

More than 30 students from secondary schools 
in Northampton will join Mrs Keeble and Mr 
Campbell at the launch in Westminster, along 
with representatives from the National Association 
of Headteachers and the Police Federation. 

Neil Bartholomey, owner of The Abington pub and 
chair of Northampton Pubwatch, said: “I think pub 
landlords would welcome some parity between 
drinks prices so it is a level playing field.”

Carp stunned 
for lake move 


GIANT carp weighing up to 401b 
in a Billing Aquadrome lake were 
electrically stunned in order to 
easily move them to another 
lake. 

The 240-acre holiday park in Crow 
Lane, Great Billing, is hoping to launch 
angling holidays and will be catching 
carp in one of its lakes to move them to 
the more prominent Willow Lake, where 
there are fewer weeds and it is easier to 
fish. 

Today and yesterday a team has been 
going out on to the water with electric 
rods to stun any nearby fish and catch 
them, as part of an assessment on how 
big a job it will be to move all the fish 
over. Water management and mainte¬ 
nance expert, Mark Harrison, who was 


hired by Billing Aquadrome to help 
with the project, said: “It stuns them for 
about 30 seconds; it doesn’t harm the fish 
whatsoever.” 

He said the fish weighing in at less 
than 301b were nicknamed “pups” by 
anglers because they are so much 
smaller than the fully-grown carp. 

Carp angler Paul Hanger, also known 
as “carpman”, is helping with the pro¬ 
ject, and added: “There is a lot of carp 
in here. The biggest I have caught here 
is 42.61b.” 

Karen Joseph, spokesman for Billing 
Aquadrome, said: “This time it’s a case 
of seeing what’s in there. To stock up a 
lake can cost up to £1,000, so to make that 
investment you need to see what you 
have got to begin with. 

“This lake is difficult to fish because 


it’s covered in lilies, so we want to take 
the big specimens out of it and make the 
Willow Lake the main fishing lake. 

“Anglers can then fish without wor¬ 
rying about lilies and things.” 

The resort has a strict policy that 
anglers must throw fish straight back 
into the lake when they catch them. 

Karen said the resort was planning to 
attract anglers with well-stocked lakes 
and accommodation at the water’s edge. 
She added that an increasing number of 
people were looking for original holidays 
in Britain to save money during the 
recession. 

Pure Leisure Group, which took over 
the resort two years ago, is also hop¬ 
ing to start the first phase of its £9.5m 
makeover - a leisure centre including an 
indoor pool, gym and sauna - in June.

of a face-to- face meeting”, says Jason Claridge, 
partner at Ward and Rider Solicitors. “I recently 
acted for an individual who suffered a whiplash 
injury in a car accident and also had some 
problems with his hearing as a result of the 
accident. 

“He had been particularly unfortunate in that the 
year before his accident he had not worked at all. 
This was due to a combination of some health 
problems on his part and also the fact that his 
wife had been very ill and he had to give up work 
to look after her. By the time of the accident 
however he had hoped to return to his previous 
job. 

“At first the medical evidence was confused. The 
consultant orthopaedic surgeon had not given an 
opinion as to whether it was reasonable for him 
to have any time off work as a result of his 
injuries. The defendant’s solicitors suggested 
that his compensation should be limited to only 
his injuries. But I pointed out that as his wife had 
been ill he was responsible for all the household 
chores and as a result of his injuries he had 
struggled with these. He had to ask his daughter 
to go to his home on a regular basis to do the 
heavier chores, causing them both 
embarrassment and inconvenience. 

“I arranged a meeting with him where I could 
discuss his situation, including what his 
aspirations would be towards getting back to 
work and what type of help he was receiving from 
his daughter. During the course of our 
conversation he explained that although he had 
not applied for any jobs at the time of his 
accident, he had intended to start actively 
looking that very month as his wife’s condition 
had improved slightly. 

“He was an individual who previously ran his 
own business successfully. He had also worked 
in various management positions during the 
course of his working life. We could proove this 
by reference to copies of certified accounts he 
had kept from his previous businesses and also 
by reference to the personnel files and histories 
kept by the companies he had worked for. 

“On speaking to his daughter, it was clear that 
she was doing the heavier household chores, 
which he was a little embarrassed about 
admitting to. He was aged in his 50s and 
previously active and strong and felt that he was 
letting his family down by asking his daughter - 
who had her own commitments to a young family 
- to routinely help him with some of the activities 
around the house, such as turning mattresses, 
hanging washing, ironing, vacuum cleaning, the 
DIY and gardening tasks. 

“I then put the questions to the orthopaedic 
surgeon regarding the fact that my client had a 


Furthermore, because of his adaptable skills, he 
would have been able to find a job in a 
reasonably short space of time. 

“I also asked the surgeon to confirm whether, in 
his opinion, the help provided by his daughter 
was reasonable. Thankfully he had made a 
significant improvement from the date of his first 
report. However he still needed some help with 
some of the heavier gardening tasks and DIY. The 
surgeon accepted that had my client not been 
injured in the accident he would have been able 
to find a job reasonably quickly; that as a result 
of his injuries he was delayed in looking for a job 
for around six months; and that he also required 
an acceptable level of help. This was more 
significant in the early stages of his recovery 
from injury but there would be some need on a 
long- term basis for some help with the very 
heavy tasks around the home that he previously 
would have done. 

“We put this evidence to the defendant's 
solicitors and they greatly increased their offer to 
a figure of £23,000 which was broken down as 


follows:- 

Injuries £12,000

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New life as tissue for Jamie’s books 


BALES of recycled paper being pre¬ 
pared for a new life as tissue or house¬ 
hold goods could contain unsold Jamie 
Oliver cookbooks and Doctor Who annu¬ 
als. 

Penguin Books is one of the companies 
sending such titles to the Reconomy 
Alibone warehouse in Earls Barton, a 
recycling facility with the second largest 
grass roof in the UK. 

Between 6,000 and 7,000 tonnes of 
paper will pass through the site each 
month. Materials are taken into the 


plant and pulped before being put into 
bales weighing about a tonne, which 
are then used by other companies to 
turn into products such as tissues or 
exported to the Far East. 

Mark Gray, of Reconomy, on the edge 
of Northampton, said: “We want to 
recycle 2,000 tonnes a week by next 
year. 

“What we take in is mainly localised; 
it comes from within 25 miles of here.” 

To add to the recycling plant’s already 
green credentials, it has been roofed 


with sedum. Rainwater stored by the 
plants will be used on site and the 
sedum will also absorb carbon pro¬ 
duced by the warehouse, as well as 
reducing the visual impact of the site on 
the nearby countryside. 

Mr Gray said: “The roof cost us about 
£500,000. It was something we suggested 
to the council because we felt it would 
give the company a good image. 

“We won the contract with Penguin 
purely because we have got the grass 
roof.”

Simple Sound Advice 


13-year 
high for 
jobless 
figures 


THE unemployment rate 
in Northampton has been 
pushed to a 13-year high, 
after the loss of more 
than 30 jobs every work¬ 
ing day this year. 

Latest figures from the Office 
of National Statistics (ONS) 
show that 2,135 people signed up 
for Job Seekers’ Allowance 
(JSA) in the first three months 
of 2009, increasing the claimant 
count to 6,453. 

The unemployment rate of 
4.9 per cent is now the highest 
since September 1996 and has 
doubled since May last year. 

Brian Binley, the Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Northampton South, 
said he feared the worse was yet 
to come as the recession showed 
no signs of slowing. 

He said: “This is what you 
get when you don’t have proper 
jobs. We have an awful lot of 
logistics employment imported 
into Northampton and the trou¬ 
ble with this is that these are 
the first type of jobs to go in a 
downturn. 

“It impacts on my concerns 
for the growth agenda. We have 
got to get down to the business 
of attracting jobs of high value 
to the town. 

“The figures are not going 


to get better from this point 
onwards. If we talk about the 
future of Northampton, we 
must talk in a serious way 
about job creation.” 

Sally Keeble, Labour MP for 
Northampton North, said: “I 
obviously think the situation is 
extremely serious and I have 
started up a project to look at 
the impact of the recession, 
especially on young people. 

“How school leavers fare 
when they are looking for jobs 
is the single biggest issue for us 
all. The Government has also 
put forward a number of mea¬ 
sures to help people who have 
not got jobs to get back to work 
as soon as possible.” 

The latest ONS data showed 
that the borough of Northamp¬ 
ton had a significantly higher 
unemployment rate in March 
than Northamptonshire as a 
whole, where it was 4.2 per 
cent. 

Last month, a survey by com- 
parison website uSwitch 
showed that more people were 
claiming Job Seekers’ 
Allowance in the town than in 
the city centres of Nottingham, 
Derby and Leicester and the 
percentage rise in unemploy¬ 
ment was far greater than the 
rest of the region.

Wheatcroft has started legal 
proceedings against Donington 
Ventures Leisure Ltd to reclaim 
the money, and is demanding 
forfeiture of the lease. 

There is now a real possibility 
there will be no race in Britain 
from 2010, when Donington is 
due to begin its 10-year deal. 

Sir Jackie said: “I am a big 
supporter of wanting to see the 
Olympics in the UK, but for a 
small percentage of the money 
being spent, Silverstone could be 
whipped into shape for 2010 and 
thereafter.

Patriotism on

PATRIOTIC motorists are now 
able to display national flags 
on their number plates after 
Transport Secretary Geoff 
Hoon secured a change in the 
law. 

Under the new rules - which 
came into force on Monday - 
motorists in England, Scotland 
and Wales can display the 
Union flag, Cross of St 
George, Scottish Saltire or Red 
Dragon of Wales.
